em France and Belgium. 
It was a happy 
lot of men 
th at j 
swung into the sector prepared for i 
them, and they were greeted (with j 
great enthusiasm. 
From the south of Ypres, in Bel­ 
gium, to the region of La Bassee, in 
France, the new offensive of the G er­ 
mans is being carried out with great 
desperation, with thousands of men, 
under cover of unprecedented bom­ 
bardments of the Allied rear lines, en­ 
deavoring to pierce the bravely de­ 
fended fronts held by the British and 
Portuguese, and now also at some un­ 
named point by Americans. 
On several sectors of the new 
20- 
mile battle line a few deep salients 
* have been driven by the enemy, but 
in the process the German* nowhere 
have been able to break through, the 
line merely bending back under the 
great pressure. Particularly deep are 
wedges 
north-west of Armentieres 
and north-west of La B assee— salients 1 
which seem to make certain the evac- j 
nation by the Brvtish of Armentieres 
and to threaten seriously the impor­ 
tant railroad junction of Bethune. 
British positions south-west of Ar- I 
mentieres, lying between the Rivers 
Lys and Doube, north of Armentieres, 
along the five-mile front between the 
Ploegsteert Wood and the Wytschae- 
te-Messines ridge have been press- I 
ed back by the Germans. 
East of . 
La Bassee, Givenchy Hill, the key t o 
I 
Bethune, has been tenaciously held by I 
the British, and the town of Givenchy 
re-taken while to the north, in the 
region of Ypres, the enemy’s attacks , 
against the high ground about the 
Messines ridge everywhere have been 
decisively repulsed. 
The British, in i 
recapturing Givenchy, made nearly a 
thousand German prisoners. 
The latest German 
official 
state- J 
ment asserts that between Arm entier­ 
es and Es ta ires the 
Germans 
have 
crossed the Lys River, and that north | 
of Armentieres the British lines on 
both sides of W aasten-Wa melon have 
been penetrated. 
Six thousand pris­ 
oners and IOO guns are claimed to 
have been taken by the Germans in 
the fighting between Armentieres and 
La Bassee Canal. 
The famous Vimy Ridge, won a 
year ago by the Canadians, is re- I 
ceiving a prodigious 
visitation 
of 
shells from German batteries. 
The Canadians, however, with their 
usual complacency, are awaiting an 
infantry attack, satisfied that they 
again will be able decisively to de­ 
feat the enemy and hold this impor­ 
tant sector. 
* 
While the battle in the north has 
been in progress the fighting south 
of the Somme where the British are 
aligned against the Germans, has been 
rather subdued. 
Not so, however, on 
the sectors where the French and 
Germans are disputing the occupancy 
of the terrain. 
Furious assaults and 
counter-assaults have been goiug on 
around Chauny, the village changing 
hands many times. 
At last accounts 
the French not alone held the village, 
but also the nearby cemetery.
